monopoly. Is it true th a t any aspect 
of nature can really be charged to 
cruelty? 
Several centuries ago when the 
m other 
nature rested 
undisturbed 
in this country of ours there was no 
evidence of such w arfare in prog­ 
ress between insects and hosts as 
we now think 
exists. 
Pestilences 
have always followed congestion of 
the human population. It would per­ 
haps be well for us to stop and 
reason why such is the case— why 
the enemy has marched in tim e with 
advancement made in civilization and 
education. 
t M 
W hen the white man came out to 
establish his domain on this land 
of ours, he found the Indian little 
bothered by insect enemies. In in­ 
augurating some of his more ad­ 
vanced ideas toward securing the 
necessities of life, he caused a great 
eruption in the natural status oT 
the native flora and fauna. Most of 
our common insect pests a t one 
tim e fed upon a native plant and 
so far as we are able to judge was 
contented 
with 
the 
provisions 
of 
nature. W hen the farm er desired to 
till the soil, he could find no way 
to utilize all those plants so the 
native flora was largely removed 
and succeeded by cultivated crops.

tation. Insects th at have fed upon 
a certain plant for years can be 
combated by changing to plant or 
crop on which the insect can not 
or does not feed. 
For instance, the chinch bug per­ 
haps fed no native grasses but with 
the introduction of corn and small 
grains the 
chinch 
bug found in 
them very suitable nourishm ent for 
his well being. The chinch bug does 
not attack legumes. 
The Colorado potato bettle trans­ 
ferred its feeding from native weeds 
to the cultivated potato but has nev­ 
er used other common cultivated 
crops as a food. 
The Hessian fly w ill not attack 
crops other than wheat, barley and 
rye, and could not survive were it 
not for the growing of such crops. 
The Hessian fly is, however, not a 
native pest. 
» 
Some insect pests have several 
food plants and a few are able to 
live on most any vegetation at least 
for awhile. We know that the boll 
weevil has but one food plant in 
Oklahoma and could not exist where 
cotton is not grown. 
W hite grubs, cut worms, and wire 
worms survive best on grass land 
and crops related to grasses and 
such relater crops planted on sod 
will suffer greater losses for two or 
three years. 
It appears that the enemies of a 
plant increase as the plant con­ 
tinue to spread and monopolize the 
soil. Thus we see the boil weevil in­ 
festing practically the entire cot­ 
ton belt. Then again when we have 
acquainted ourselves with an insect 
pest and learned how it may be con­ 
trolled, a new insect pest is so like­ 
ly to appear. As the farm er is learn­ 
ing how to combat the boll weevil, 
he finds his crop more serously

Consolidated school, does not take 
much stock in the back-to-thc-farm 
propoganda. He has very little con­ 
fidence in the sticking qualities of 
the average town dweller who goes 
to the country with the idea of 
cutting a figure in farming. 
His 
idea is that it is more importance 
to cultivate a stay on the farm 
spirit among the boyg and girls by 
teaching them the best methods of 
farming and the reasons why. Farm 
life becomes more attractive when 
there is a deeper insight into the 
w'hys and wherefores. It is natural 
for a person to like best wiiat he 
understands best and with the rapid 
rise in the price of land in recent 
years and impoverishment of much 
of the soil together with the cut­ 
ting down of pasture areas through 
putting more land under the plow 
it is evident that intensive farming 
is the reliance of the future. Live­ 
stock can no longer be raised in 
haphazard manner as in the past, 
but must be so selected and hand­ 
led that a profit can be made in 
the transaction. 
In this connection Latta has the 
unusual distinction of having three 
faculty members from 
the A. 
& 
M. College, Mr. and Mrs. Morgan 
and Curtis Floyd. Animal husbandry 
is a favorite subject with all three 
and it is their endeavor to inter­ 
est the community in this lme as 
w ell,ae others of importance to the 
farmers. Some equipment has al­ 
ready been secured and still more 
will be as 
soon as possible 
and 
among other things the boys and 
girls given 
instruction 
in testing 
milk. Already considerable progress 
has been made in judging stock and 
as the season advances other sub­ 
jects will be taken up- The policy 
of the school is to teach the stu­ 
dents to apply their book educa­ 
tion as they . acquire it, 
giving 
special emphasis to local conditions.
